DAMNED POLICE 


Chief Justice Brown, the chair- 
man, interrupted to say the trek 
leaders in their speeches on almost 
all occasions “damned the police.”

When he climbed out of the 
crater seven dead Germans lay in 
the bottom of the shell hole. 


Then his section's advance was 
held up by a machine gun, and 
many men \-ere wiped out. 
Konowal made another lone 
rush, broke into the emplacement, 
killed the machine gun crew and 
came staggering out of the nest 
with the machine gun in his arms. 
The advance’ continued the 

next day and Konowal again 
made a one-man raid on another 
machine gun emplacement, killed 
the crew, destroyed the gun, and 
smashed up the emplacement with 
explosives. 

For two days he fought and 1€ 
men died under his bayonet. A 
bullet through his jaw knocked 
him out, and put him out of 
action. 

After the war he returned to 
Canada and hard luck befell him. 
During the depression he became 
destitute until another V, C. Major

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UNUSUAL AMENITIES

Both fed- 
eral and provincial authorities are increasing. 
not dismantling, the machinery to administer 
relief, 

The inference is obvious. They expect relief 
to be an indefinitely continuing need, and on a 
scale wide enough to require more, rather thet 
less, supervision. 


WHO WOULD BE KING? 

The address of Premier Baldwin on Tuesday 
evening must have been particularly interesting 
to any listener who may have supposed the life 
of the head of the British Empire to be a round 
of pleasure or one of ease. 

No one knows better than Mr, Baldwin what 
it means to be King. When he said King George 
had not known a respite during the twenty-five 
years since he ascended the throne, he spoke 
with knowledge of the facts. 

When he spoke of the duties “onerous, exact- 
ing and continuous” which have suddenly fallen 
upon King Edward, he was equally within the 
known facts. 

It is still true that “Uneasy lies the head that 
wears a crown.” 

Edward has inherited something else besides 
honors and place and an assured living. He has 
inherited also that which every person tries 
most eagerly to avoid—worry. That is in- 
separable from the place, inescapable by the 
occupant. Worry unceasing the price he 
must pay for having been born a Prince. 

He can never throw it aside and take a real 
holiday. There is always a cloud somewhere 
to give anxiety. Nor can he retire when he is 
weary of the load, like a politician. He must 
stay on the job, continuously, and for life. 

The meanest of his subjects is more “his own 
boss” than his King is or can hope to ever be

“AS YOU WERE” 

The annual convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta was an event of wide and 
recognized importance in years before the 
organization detcured into politics and made 
itself answerable for the management of the 
provincial affairs and the conduct of a delega- 
tion of members in the House of Commons. 

Freed of that side responsibility, fhe annual 
gathering of the organization is important now, 
as it was in the former times, and for the same 
reason. 

Political action disregarded, the U.F.A. has 
a wide opportunity for bettering farm condi- 
tions by action along other lines. It may be 
more likely to work effectively along those lines 
because it has been relieved of the temptation 
to dissipate energy in the political arena 

Delegates should have little difficulty 
seeing the wisdom cf President Gardiner’s 
advice that they wait a while before talking 
about further political adventures, ‘The electors 
decided that point for them, one hundred per 
cent, in the recent provincial and federal elec- 
tions. They could not do any more adventuring 
if they wanted to for some time, and it is doubt- 
ful if the rank and file of the organization want 
to be dragged into the fray again. 

Whatever the future may suggest, the organ- 
ization has been given an “opportunity”—and 
a very strong invitation—-to confine its activities 
to “social, economic and co-operative activities.” 
Along those lines there is plenty of scope for 
worth while accomplishment. 


LOOSE LANGUAGE 


Ex-Premier Reid thinks there could be less 
“terminological inexactitude” in Premier Aber- 
hart’s references to the condition of affairs he 
found when he and his colleagues moved into 
the executive offices, 

The ex-Premier resents strongly the use of 
such terms as “the financial mess,” “the muck” 
which the new Ministers had to wade through 
when they assumed control, and others which 
have become part of the current political 
vocabulary. 

Undoubtedly this is strong language. It is 
also ambiguous. It is capable of more than one 
construction. 

It may only mean that in the view of the 
present Ministers their predecessors were in- 
competent. But it is capable also of conveying 
the impression that the outgoing Ministers were 
actually dishonest; “muck” is an ugly word. 

Mr. Reid has solid ground for his complaint. 
Whatever their faults and shortcomings, he and 
his colleagues are entitled to know exactly what 
it is they are accused of having done. More, 
they are entitled to expect that no terms will 
be employed which can carry a suggestion of 
dishonesty unless that is the suggestion it is 
deliberately intended to convey. 

Politics is not an exact science, and admits 
of a pretty free use of the King’s English. But 
there are limits to what is allowable in the 
employment of loose terms. “Muck” is a word 
that should not be used unless the intent is to 
accuse the persons alluded to of dishonesty. If 
that is the object, the one making the charge 
should say so plainly, and present his proof. 
Common fairness demands that.

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Early Symptoms of High 
- Blood Pressure Give 
No Warning 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article, I pointed out that a 
blood pressure above 140 should be considered 
too high. Continuing with the subject of high 
blood pressure, in today’s article I wish to ex- 
plain that the striking thing about high blood 
pressure is that it may exist for years without 
the patient being aware of 
that fact. In the beginning, 
the patient develops no 
symptoms to warn him, and 
the pressure may rise to 190 
or over without his knowing 
that he is in any danger. As 
the blood pressure gradually 
rises, the remarkable thing 
is the total lack of symptoms 
noted. Most cases of high 
blood pressure come to the 
attention of a doctor not in 
the early stages, but during the later stages 
when the pressure is abnormally high. 

In the course of time, the patient may de- 
velop various symptoms which he notices but 
it is an almost invariable rule that distinctive 
symptoms are absent during the earlier stages. 
When the arteries of the kidneys are involved, 
the patient may then develop those symptoms 
indicative of Bright's Disease or Nephritis. In 
the average case of arterial hypertension, hard- 
ening of the arteries will be brought about and 
high blood pressure and arterio-sclerosis will 
exist in the same patient. The complication 
which is most feared is apoplexy; however, 
apoplexy does not develop until the arteries of 
the brain are so involved that a blood vessel 
accident may occur in the brain. 

Very often, the symptom which comes most 
shaply to the attention of the patient is a ner- 
vous irritability. He complains that he flies off 
the handle too easily and that small events 
irritate him. He is kept in a state of constant 
turmoil by petty disturbances which earlier in 
life he ignored without effort. Sometimes the 
patient says that he cannot sleep, or that he 
arises with a headache. Loss of sleep is an- 
other common symptom in high blood pressure. 
The patient may describe roaring or buzzing 
noises in the ears, or may say that the vision

is blurred. | 


High blood pressure is a chronic disorder 
in the sense that it lasts over a considerable 
period of time, if untreated. However, it has 
been my experience that the blood pressure 
may be readily reduced closer to the normal, 
through the use of the fast. As a matter of 
fact, it is easier to bring down a blood pressure 
that is too high, than to raise one which is too 
low. The abnormally high pressure will re- 
spond in a gratifying manner to the fast in the 
majority of cases. It is very necessary that the 
patient follow the fasting directions exactly as 
given, if he expects to reap the benefits which 
thousands have received from the fasting 
regimen, 

While the fast will rapidly lower the blood 
pressure that is too high, it is important that 
the fasting period be followed by a restricted 
diet. The patient is allowed a moderate amount | 
of meat, an abundance of cooked and raw non- 


starchy vegetables, and one or two eggs daily 
but is advised to omit starch, sugars, and ex- 
cessive amounts of salt The patient is en- 
couraged to take a moderate amount of exercise, 
which, however, must not be too strenuous: 
walking is the best exercise that could possibly 
be taken. The patient 1s also cautioned to avoid 
mental strain and emotions as anger, worry, or 
anxiety

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1834 fire de- 
stroyed the Chateau St. Louis (or 
the Chateau St. Lewis, as it was 
called by Haldimand after the | 
British occupation of Quebec) 
This first Government House in 
Canada and its predecessors had 
been for 214 years the seat of 
government in Canada. When 
Champlain brought his bride, 
Helen Boule, to Quebec in 1620 
the first thing he showed her 
upon their landing was the cha- 
teau in course of erection on the 
top of the great cliff, to be named 
after his great sovereign, the | 
Chateau St. Louis. When a few 
months later the chateau was | 
completed, * Madamé Champlain 
became the first chatelaine of the 
first government house in Can- | 
ada, to be followed in succession | 
by the wives of all the French 
governors and of British gover- | 
nors in the first 75 years of Brit- 
ish rule.

On May 23 the press was provided 
with a detailed account of every 
expense incurred by Sir Henry dur- 
ing 1931, but no concession was 
made to the fact that he had enter- 
tained visitors to Canada, at the 
request of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, most of whom had no direct 
connection with his railway. His 
bill for entertaining a visiting Japa- 
nese Prince and Princess, and on 
another occasion a party of United 
States congressmen who visited 
Canada under the patronage of Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst to study the 
operation of the Canadian sales tax, 
was included in his expense ac- 
counts and swelled the total by 
$3,194.38, but only in one or two 
places did the press make clear the 
exact nature of that liability. 

The investigators had discovered 
that the bill for cleaning @ moose 
head, sent in Sir Henry's name on 
behalf of the Canadian National 
Railways to an American univer- 
sity, had been charged to his ex- 
pense account, and the Toronto 
Telegram again illustrated its genius 
for display. On the day when his 
personal expenses were handed 
over to the press, that newspaper 
announced in large type headlines 
that Canada even helped to pay for 
cleaning this head, and protested 
in smaller type against the fact that 
his expenses included gifts to 
churches, Boy Scout organizations 
and cigars for entertainment pur- 
poses .

The first thunder of indigation 
died away, and rumors of Sir 
Henry's resignation became rife. On 
June 2 Mr. MacMillan told the Cal- 
gary Herald that the president of 
the Canadian National Railways 
was about to be fired, and a Con- 
servative member cried, “Sir Henry 
Thornton has been with us a damn 
sight too long.” In committee Dr, 
McGibbon said, “I hold in my hand 
a copy of the agreement with Sir 
Henry Thornton. I have repeatedly 
said I do not know what he is 
worti-—-I do not particularly care 
. « ." The Toronto Globe had al- 
ready, on May 11, predicted that he 
would resign, and throughout Can- 
ada sjmilar speculations were being 
made, 

For his part he moved about his 
official duties, the most piteous of 
figures, for he had fallen from a 
great height. On June 7, delivering 
the commencement address at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Techno)- 
ogy. he proclaimed that each man 
at the end should be able to gay 
with Paul, “I have fought a good 
fight; I have finished my course;

FOOD PRICES RISE IN ITALY 
AS SANCTIONS ARE APPLIED

And Quality of Both Food 
and Coal is In- 
ferior

ROME, Jan. 23 —Italy's northern 
cities appeared carefree and almost 
radiant in comparison with Rome. 
In the ancient capital people are 
frankly worried about the restric- 
tions and about the unknown sec- | 
tifices which 
will certainly 
be asked of 
them in the fu- 
ture. There is 
no scarcity of 
coal yet, but 
the price has 
gone up to 300 
lire per ton, 
$23, while an- 
thracite costs 
410 lire or $31. 
The quality i 
inferior, “It 
won't burn,” Paaseen 
my hotel keep- edb 
er assured me, “it has been dosed 
and mixed with inferior grades.” 

All sorts of substitute fuels have 
made their appearance. You can 
get light brown peat and blocks of 
dried corn-leaves, compressed vine- 
leaves, coal-tar bricks and similar 
products. But such fuels are of 
litle value in large buildings. 
Hence you feel a chill in every 
public edifice. 

Gasoline costs five lire in Rome. 
33 «cents a litre. I don't know 
exactly how much this means per 
gallon, but certainly double that 
amount. Gasoline at more than 
half a dollar the gallon is playing 
havoc with the automobile industry. 
The old fiacres and hacks have been 
brought back to light and are re- 
placing the taxis in Rome. You can 
still get an automobile, but only on 
urgent business. 

Driving around for sightseeing is 
frowned upon. Auto-buses and offi- 
cial cars are driven with wood-al- 
cohol, it is said. Mussolini himself 
announced the other day that he 
uses it exclusively. I was talking 
about this matter with the porter 
at my hotel while waiting for a 
haek to come along. The man gave | 
me a significant wink but said | 
nothing. 


VISIT CHEAP CAFES 

Winking and saying nothing is a 
popular pastime in Rome. It has | 
caught on like mah-jong of yore or 
bridge. It is amazing how much 
can be said by winking alone. 


When I want to know what the 
people are thinking and saying in 
Italy I go to certain old hang-outs 
of mine in the Borgo Vecchio, just 
across the river from the Vatican in 
Rome. In Milan I look into the 
narrow little streets of the Piazza 
del Duomo and the Scala. They are 
not first-class restaurants or cafes, 
but bare-walled establishments with 
rough wooden tables. and sand and 
sawdust on the floor. 

The folks you meet there are 
taxi-chauffeurs, costermongers, coal 
heavers, small artisans, shop-keep- 
ers, loose laborers, roustabouts and 
the like. I have never failed to meet 
some genial soul there. But I have 
also met some crooks. 

The great advantage of these 
smelly half-lit taverns with their 
rows of bulging vats along the 
walls is that you can get a bottle of 
the best wine for a ridiculously 
small amount of money. The Italian 
people, like the French, know what 
wine is. They can’t be fooled. The 
stuff they serve foreign tourists in 
the leading hotels they would throw 
into the host's face, if he dared to 
serve it.

For Spain produces almost 
exactly what Italy does and what 
Italy cannot export at present, such 
as oranges, citrous fruits in general, 
wines, olives, oi], cheese, yes, and 
macaroni. Two new factories have 
begun operation in Spain, one in 
Salamanca and one in Bilbao. The 
hope of the owners of these 
macaroni plants is that the sanctions 
will remain in force a long time 
against Italy.

Canada with the 52 na- 
tions is at present involved, al- 
though ‘it has been promised that | 
the people will be consulted as to 
their position in the event of war 

As firmly ‘desirous of peace, as 
the most ardent peace workers, Mr. 
Corbett yet sees clear'y the position 
of the Dominion in regard to inter- 
national conflict 

There are those who maintain 
that their responsibility to the} 
Empire as mother country and 
ruler of the seas, of necessity 
means the call “stand to.” Others 
in the nation are isolationists, who 
would, as the United States have 
done, withdraw, and maintain in- 
dependence. This would mean ces- 
sion from the British Empire. 
Canada, although seeking wider 
markets would be cut off in such} 
an event from trans-oceanic trade. 
The couniry is not, within herself, 
yet self-supporting. 

To enforce peace it is up to the 
League of Nations to apply such 
force that the aggressor nation may 
not oppose it, Mr. Corbett pointed 
out, referring to the Japanese 
aggression in Manchukuo as in- 
Stance of failure.

Amend Your Diet If 


Pimples 


By GLADYS GLAD 

Over in Africa, I am told, there 
is a certain tribe in which scars 
are considered beauty embellish- 
ments. In this tribe, the women 
have deep curs made in their backs 
with sharp shells and rub black 
paint into the wounds. And when 
those wounds heal, they leave 
grotesque raised marks. We, of 
course, consider scarred and blem- 
ished backs anything but attrac 
tive. Our standards of beauty call 
for clear, creamy, alabaster smooth- 
ness. 
Recently, if you recall, I discuss- 
ed back beauty from the stand- 
point of shapeliness. But no matter 
how perfectly formed it is, no 
back should really be exposed to 
view unless it is also clear and free 
from blemishes, for any back that 
is marred by blackheads, pinrples 
and the like, is certainly far from 
an attractive sight. 


PROPER CLEANSING 

Improper diet is usually the 
cause of pimples and rashes that 
break out on the back. When large 
amounts of rich, heavy foods, 
sweets, starches and fried foods 
are consumed, the blood stream 
becomes poluted with poisons, and 
eruptions result. If the back is 
marked with such blemishes, the 
diet should be simplified, with at- 


tention to better elimination. It 
should consist mostly of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, and large 


amounts of water should be con- 
sumed each day, to flush the entire 
system. 

As to the cleansing method em- 
ployed, the back should be given a 
vigorous and thorough cleansing 
each day, so that the pores are kept 
free from all impurities, Such 
cleansing can best be administered 
when the nightly cleansing bath ir 
taken. Before stepping into your 
warm tub at night, apply a gener- 
ous coating of cleansing cream to 
your back. Then step into your tub 
of warm water. Relax in the 
warmth of the bath for a while 
for the warm water will stimulate 
the activity of the pores and en- 
hance the cleansing properties of 
the cream. Then scrub your back 
with the long-handled brush, us- 
ing a pure, bland soap. After the 
bath, dry your back thoroughly.

OTTAWA, Jan. 23, — The ban 
against Italian imports has been 
lifted with respect to Italian news- 
papers, books and periodicals. An | 
order-in-council has been passed 
exempting them from the prohibi- | 
tion. 

Complaints were made to the gov- 
ernment also about an alleged ban 
on Osservatore Romano, the week- 
ly newspaper of the Vatican, some 
copies of which were said to have 
been held up at Toronto. This sit- 
uation has been clarified by the 
ruling that the Italian ban. does not 
apply to Osservatore Romano, @ 
publication of the Vatican State, a 
separate entity from the Italian 
kingdom, nor does the ban apply on 
anything coming from the ‘’atican. 

Under the Lateran treaty of 1929, 
between His Holiness c-d Musso- 
lini, the Vatican was recognized as 
a separate state.

General Feeling in Inside 
Circles, However, is That 
Delegates Would Vote to 


Remain in Politics. 
Despite a protracted debate of 
three hours delegates to the 28th 
annual United Farmers’ of Alberta 
convention on Wednesday failed 
to settle the major issue of their 
convention, namely, the organisa- 
tion's political feature. For two 
hours in the afternoon the issue 
was debated, while another ses- 
sion was held in the evening. In 
the result, the matter was tabled. 
However, the general feeling in 
inside circles was that the delegates 
would vote to remain in the politi- 
cal field, as the greater part of the 
argument advanced was in support 
of this action. . 


MOTION DEFEATED 

With speed, the delegates by a 
large majority, defeated a motion 
to give a 12 months’ hoist to final 
decision. The hoist was advocated 
in his presidential address by Pres- 
ident Gardiner. 

Had the amendment, pursuant to 
Mr. Gardiner’s suggestion, been 
adopted, the convention would have 
instructed the executive board to 
bring in a resolution suggesting 
future action, at the 1937 conven- 
tion. 

Under the amendment's terms the 
executive would have been asked 
o:— 

“Consider all methods of political 
action possible to the U.F.A. and 
present its recommendations at the 
next convention on the action to 
be taken in the best interests of the 
association.” 


700 PRESENT 

It was voted down by a large 
majority. Three hundred delegates 
were present during the discussion, 
while 400 members, not delegates, 
and spectators, crowded the hall. 

The ‘resolution under consider- 
ation at adjournment urges that the 
“U.F.A. cease all direct political 
activity and constitute itself a pro- 
vincial rallying point for agricul- 
tural organization.” 

It was urged that the Co-Opera- 
tive Commonwealth Federation, 
with which the U.F.A. is allied to- 
day, offered “much greater oppor- 
tunity in the political field.” 

“All talk of going out of politics 
is utter nonsense,” William Irvine, 
of Wetaskiwin, a former member of 
parliament, told the delegates. 

“The first request that you go out 
of politics came from our enemies. 
The question must be settled now.” 


FORECAST SHORT LIFE 


Another delegate, A. Taylor, of 
Stettler, forecast a short life for the 
Social Credit regime of William 
Aberhart. 

“It is necessary for us to begin 
organization right now. I don’t 
think the new government will last 
two years,” he declared.

BOMB ECHOES 
IN COURTROOM 


Babcock, Convicted Bomb- 
er Of McLeod House, 
Loses Vindication Fight 


| tenced to five years in the peniten- 
tiary for the bombing of Lt.-Col. 


George B. McLeod's house ten 
years ago, lost another round in his 
lengthy fight for vindication 


| Thursday morning when Mr. Jus- 
tice Tweedie dismissed charges of 
subornation and conspiracy against 
J. J. Burns and Samuel D. Walker. 

Basis of the present charge was 
that Burns and Walker conspired 
fo have one, Joseph Paquette, give 
false evicence in the original trial 
before Chief Justice Simmons and 
jury, March 23, 1931. 

Paquette, at Babcock’s trial, tes- 
tified that on the night of the 
bombing, five years earlier, he had 
given dynamite to Babcock and 
then accompanied him within sight 
of the McLeod house. 

Before Mr. Justice Tweedie 
Thursday morning, Paquette com- 
pletely refuted the evidence that 
he gave in 1931. Babcock, the only 
other witness called by the crown, 
said that he had nothing to do with 
the bombing and denied that he 
had told Burns or Walker that he 
took any part in the plot. 

At the time of the trial five yeas 
ago Babcock did not take the stand 
on his own behalf and was defend- 
ed by P. G. Thomson, K.C. J. W. 
McClung, solicitor for the attorney- 
general's department, was prosecu- 
tor. 

After hearing evidence from the 
{two crown witnesses Thursday

as the result of non-support of 
athletic activities, chiefly noticeable 


in the lack of attendance at hockey

| arraigned the students for what 
they termed lack of school spirit, 
and claimed that if student activ-

Robert Brown, treasurer of the 
Union revealed that lack of at- 
tendance at hockey games held in 
| the student owned covered rink

enable the University to send a 
hockey team to Saskatoon to com- 
pete in the inter-university series 
or the University of Alberta would 
be unable to participate.

The guest speaker of the evening, 
Dr. M. R. Bow, deputy minister of 
health, praised the good work that 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade is 
doing and expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the new work the Brigade 
has decided to engage in as regards 
the free medical and surgical supply 
service. 


WORK OUTLINED 


L. H. Nuthall in speaking of the 
new project outlined the work done 
in the past year by the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, The work in 
the past included instruction in 
first aid, hygiene and sanitation, 
to men, women and children and 
the issuing of certificates for pro- 
ficiency in such work; the first 
aid work provided through the! 
girls’ nursing division and the 
men’s ambulance corps and the 
rendering of assistance to the sick 
and suffering. It is as part of this 
last phase that the medical and 
surgical supply service is being} 
developed.
